of His Mission.

Chicago, March 33.— Melville *B. 


Stone, general manager of the Asso- 
ciated Press, returned to Chicago yes- 
terday after an extended business 
trip to Europe, where, by diplomatic 
negotiations, he effected marked im- 
provements in the news service of his 
bureau. His most important achieve- 
ment, in view of the present interest 
in war news from the Orient, was the 
removal of the censorship from Rus- 
sian dispatches from the front, which 
he accomplished after a private audi- 
ence with the czar. 


In an interview with. M. Plehve, 


minister of the interior, Mr. Stone 
secured a satisfactory press rate and 
precedence for Associated Press tele- 
grams over everything except im- 
portant government dispatches. This 
insured the reception in New York of 
a news dispatch from Port Arthur 
or Vladivostok within an hour over 
the Trans Siberian lines. • 


FOUND DIFFICULTY EEKE. 


But the removal of the press cen- 


sorship was more difficult. 
On thl. 


point Mr. Stone said: 


"My audience with Czar Nicholas 


was in tlie winter palace and lasted 
an hour. The emperor went into the 
subject with great earnestness. He 
assured me instructions should 
ba 


given promptly to all ministers, the 
war and navy departments, foreign 
office 'and other departments o£ gov- 
ernment to welcome 
our men and 


give them all information possible. 


"Under censorship 
restrictions a 


correspondent was forced to drive a 
long distance to the censor's house to 
have the stamp of authorization af- 
fixed and then travel back to a tele- 
graph office. 
Frequently the censor 


was not at home. 
Often 
he was 


asleep and could not be disturbed be- 
tween midnight and 7 a. m., 
the 


very hours which, owing to the differ- 
ence in time, were most important 
for the morning papers in the United 
Btai.es. 


"I submitted these facts to the czar 


and urged that tho censorship was 
not only ineffective, but hurtful to 
Hu&sla. 
No power could prevent a 


correspondent from writing whatever 
ho chose and 
sending it across the 


Gorman border, where it would bo 
transmitted in full. 
Tho moat the 


censorship accomplished was to delay 
dispatches 
twolvo or fifteen hours. 


Sinco these obstacles had been put in 
the way of sending tho truth out of 
Russia there had grown up a regular 
traffic In supplying tho world with 
false news 
about Russia. 
Men in 


Vienna, Berlin 
and 
London make 


their living, by inventing 
stories 


about the czar's domains. 


"The war camo on. I went to Ber- 


lin and was entertained at dinner by. 
Empe'ror William, who assured me 
of the high regard in whicli the Ger- 
man government held the Associated 
Press, and volunteered to USD his good 
ofllco with tho czar. Ho kept his 
promi"".

China to War, 


St. Petersburg1, March 22.—In gov- 


ernment circles there exists a strong 
belief that the question as to whether 
China will observe 
her neutrality 


undertakings will depend largely on 
tho result of tho first heavy land 
fighting-. A big victory by tho Rus- 
sian army, it is believed, will- insure 
the quiescence of tho Celestial empire, 
but there aro grave fcnra as to what 
might happen in the event or a sig- 
nal Japanese success 
in ilio early 


stages of tho land operations. 


For tho time being the situation 


appears to bo satisfactory and it cer- 
tnlnly IK nuirfi bottcv limn It was 
three weeks ago. Tho Felt In govern- 
ment has reiterated its proCoanions 
regarding' neutrality to Paul Lcssar, 
the Russian minister, mid has given 
him fair assurances in answer to hJa 
representations regarding tho num- 
ber'of Chinese troops north of tlio 
great wall. 


NATIVES ARE FRIENDLY. 


Tlio natives manifest a friendlier 


disposition thnii they did at tho be- 
ginning- of tn.e war, but tho Russians 
know tho oriental character ns no 
other Europeans da.

stand how deep-seated is the hatred 
for foreigners in China, and tlio only

Tlio recent naval 
GUCCCGS of the

crushing- blow. 


CHINA'S ATTITUDE A PROBLEM.

Delcasse

Secretary Hay's dispatch from United 
States Minister Conger at Pokin, con- 
taining China's assurances of the un- 
provocative 
action 
to 
be

against either 
of the belligerents. 


The authorities here have no doubt 
that China is ready to give assur- 
ances, but they consider tlie condi- 
tions oa the Manchurinn frontier are 
somewhat at variance with tiio assur- 
ances. It is held that General Kouro- 
patkin's plans for a defensive cam- 
paign have given unusual importance 
to China's activity. 


If the Russians had taken the ag-

Liv- 
ing as they do on a string of islands 
nearly 3,000 'miles long, there is prob- 
ably no inland 
point of Japan 100 


miles from the sea, ondithe Japanese 
talie as naturally to the ocean as did 
the Danes and Horsemen, -who 
for 


centuries plagued every coast of Eu- 


• rope. The Russians, on the contrary, 


have developed away from the sea. 
All the progress has been along in- 
land lines, and the ocean is to them a 
straage element. 
Scant as we may 


believe the - idea of heredity an such 
matters as this, there Is undoubtedly 
some degree of potency In an influ- 
j'Once which for ages has been in oper- 
ation among the people of a nation. 
The Hollanders, the Danes, the Wor- 
weginns, the people of the Scottish 
coasts, the islanders of the Pacific, the 
Japanese themselves are illustrations 
of that hereditary influence, powerful, 
mysterious, exercised by the sea, over 
the imaginations 
of those wiho for 


generations have made it their home. 


The most obvious reason, however, 


for the ufctcr breakdown of the Rus- 
sian naval system, seems to have been 
the complete incompetence of every- 
body connected with It. It was known 
in Port Arthur, as elsewhere, that 


• war with Japan was a matter only

and now that the son is closed to liie 
Russians, the 
solo reliance of tho 


army in Manchuria is a single-track 
railroad with switches thirty miles 
apart, with light, third-grade rails 
very incagerly supported, quite un- 
equal to tlio burden of heavy traffic, 
with a break of twenty-two miles nt 
Lake Baikal, and for over a thousand 
miles open to the attacks of parties 
of marauders, who at any moment, 
by ft hull hour's work, might be able 
to block the'entire lino for days. 


If the Russian military system does 


break down under tho strain now laid 
upon it, it will not be the first time of 
such an occurrence. When the Russo- 
Turldish -war of 1854-55 bcgr.n, thcra 
was apparently the fullest confidence 
felt by tho czar and possibly also by 
some of lids cabinet in tlio ability of 
tho army to taka the field arid main- 
tain itself flgainst any odds likely to 
be encountered. 
Railroads were in 


those days scarce in Russia, all trans- 
portation 
was 
cither liy water or 


wagon train. The arrival of the al- 
lied licet in the Black sea cut off the 
Russian army in the Daiiubian prov- 
inces from receiving supplies by wa- 
ter, and after 
ineffectual efforts to 


convey overland the provisions for 
tho army, tho attempt wns given up 
and the Russian 
forces 
fell back. 


Even in southern, Russia, however, to 
which war wns almost immediately 
transferred, tho difficulty of supply- 
ing the troops was too great for Rus- 
sian ability. Whole brigades were re- 
duced to a pitiable state of inefficiency 
by 
starvation, 
Uia uniforms were 


worn to rags, but could not bo re- 
placed; with winter coming; on, the 
men wcro barefooted, many of them 
lintlcss, their arms were unfit for use, 
their ammunition worthless; in fact, 
from an appearance of efficiency, the 
entire Russian ormy in the field was

reduced to military Tvor.l;hlessncss in 
a single campaign. 


The cause then was what it proba- 


bly In now. There is perhaps no gov- 
ernment in the world BO hampered 
by corruption in oincial circles as 
tl;at of Russia. There are, of course, 
tit every department, honest men,who 
wculd be glad to sec tho affairs oJ 
the government faithfully adminis- 
tered, hut it is' probatilo that now, ns 
then, they are in the minority. The 
Czar Nicholas aiice ordered an. exten- 
sive system of fortifications 
to be 


constructed in one of tho 
southeri 


provinces. From, time to time, lie in- 
quired regarding the progress of the 
work, and OIL each occasion receive;! 
so glowing an account of tho advance 
made that lie finally determined to 
vicit tho province, inspect the fortifi- 
cations and reward the officers 
for 


their diligence. 
Various expedients 


were resorted to in order to i-lioke his 
purpose, but he refused to bo turned 
aside, went to the province and-found 
that not a spadeful -of earth had been 
turned on tho forts and breastworks 
he supposed had beta, nmsheil. The 
money appropriated for tho purpose 
had all been paid out on vouchers, 
properly signed ami in. perfect order, 
but the money htul been stolen. The 
discovery killed the czar. He found 
himself unablo to oppose, with the 
slightest chrviice of success, the tldo 
of corruption which flowed through 
every official channel, and the morti- 
fication and disappointment proved 
fatal.

republican form of government as a 
consequence of tae total inefficiency 
of the elaborate military system of 
the second empire. 
"Arc you sure 


that the army is ready?" asked Louis 
Napoleon of tho minister 
of war 


while hesitating to enter upon a con.-' 
test which he knew must have fate- 
ful consequences. "Sire, not a trouscr 
button shall be lacking1," was the aii- 
svcr, and the edict for war 
went 


forth, with what results tho whole 
world knows. 
Abnost immediately 


after the declaration hostilities ba- 


. In fact, on the d-ay war waa 


declared tlio Prussians began opera- 
tions by blowing up bridges that 
might be useful to the French and 
otherwise, prepared to embarrass any 
attempt at advance by Napoleon'.3 
army.

spircd the Frenoii with a confidence 
which was not justified by the fncts, 
but ns soon as the German mobiliza- 
tion was complete :.nd the invasion 
actually bigan the French military 
system went to hopeless ruin in u 
day.

Tho fleet sailed and 


returned, having accomphsnod noth- 
ing. 
Tho victories of Nelson swept 


the French naval power from the 
ocean as effectually as the Japanese 
victories in the east have abolished 
tho navy oC Russia in that quarter 
of the world, and France was left al- 
most without a ship.

destruction of the enterprise. 
It is 


said that "Met?, could have been suc- 
cessfully defended ngainst the Gcr- 
mnn armies by twenty thousand men. 
Its principal weakness 
lay in tlic

Us narrow defenses. 
It is possible 


that Engk-nd might have been in- 
vaded by n smaller army than that 
carried by the armada, but the great 
numbers of ships nnd their unwlald- 
iness undoubtedly contributed to the 
downfall of the scheme for the sub- 
jugation of 1he British isles. 


The collapse, however, of military 


or naval system does

failure. Occasionally the nation is so

The men who fled 
from tlie Boyne successfully resisted 
the wholo English army rt 1/lmerlck. 
It may be that some of the sailors 
who es:ipert the Other day from the 
sinking Russian vessels may live to 
f-liarc in a future victory over the 
Japan-sc, for wnr en sea as well as 
land has strange vicissitudes. What- 
ever may come o£ the present conflict 
in the east, it is not probable that 
t will more than check for the mo- 
ment the slew drift of the Russian 
empire. As irresistible as n glacier, 
t has in a marvelously short time 
moved across the continent c£ Asia, 
nnd now that its progress has been 
stopped by the ocean, it will infalli- 
bly turn and flow toward the south.
